During brief public comments at the 
beginning of the October 11 Huron 
Township Board meeting, Apple 
Festival Chairperson Gail Filak 
thanked a number of citizens, business, 
and organizations for their donations 
and sponsorship of the Applefest. 
Filak also thanked several newspa- 
pers and other media for their free 
advertisement for the festival. Then she 
commented, “We got zero coverage by 
The Huron River Weekly news ... 
Please keep this. in mind when voting 


on this agenda item [bids for legal pub- 
lication].” 

Filak stressed this point by repeating 
three times that The Weekly gave no 
coverage to the Apple Festival. She 
followed these comments by compli- 
menting Supervisor David Glaab. 

However, contrary to Filak’s com- 
ments, Zhe Huron River Weekly did 
give free advertisement to the Apple 
festival in both its September 28 and 
October 5 issues. This false statement 
appears to have been made by Filak for 
political purposes.

Next, several residents addressed the 
Board asking that the Board vote 
against the east-west connector road. 
Residents asked that the Board allow 
the citizens to make the decision by 
placing it in on the ballot. 

Under old business, site plan 
approval for Huron Park Condos came 
up one more time. Director of Planning 
and Zoning, Leslie Meyer, requested 
approval by informing the Board that a 
couple weeks ago she had found sever- 
al of their deficiencies had been fixed. 

Meyer also insisted that the width of 
the road is up to standards, even though 
it is a foot under 21-foot (or 22??) 
requirement in some areas. She argued, 
“You will never find road width to be a 
consistent measure.” 

Trustee Nora Adkins reprimanded, 
“..Shame on us if we approve this .. 
You admitted they are under the 
required width.” 

Trustee John McKinney also 
brought up the fact that construction of 
Huron Park Condos began before the 
developer had received site plan 
approval. McKinney asked Meyer,

“.. think the right thing to do 
is to approve the site plan.” 

McKinney responded, “For 
someone like yourself and 
your brother who have talked 
about quality development ... 
This developer ... is not acting 
in good faith.” 

The motion to approve the 
site plan failed although the 
Supervisor, Trustee Jim 
Mason, and M. Glaab voted in 
favor of it. 

At a previous meeting, 
Meyer had requested permis- 
sion to withhold or suspend 
permits when developers do 
not comply with ordinances. 
Nevertheless, by the Sep- 
tember 13 Board meeting, 
Meyer began to go back on her 
promise of requiring complete 
compliance before allowing 
development or building to 
continue. 

Upon questioning at the 
September meeting, Meyer 
admitted she had reversed her 
decision about not issuing per- 
mits until developers or 
builders are in compliance. At 
this meeting, Meyer had 
requested site plan approval 
for Huron Park Condos even 
though there were six to eight 
deficiencies that still had not 
been resolved. 
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HURON TOWNSHIP HISTORICAL SURVEY

Theresa is a graduate stu- 
dent in the Historic Preser- 
vation Program at Eastern 
Michigan University. 

During the fall and summer 
of 2000, a reconnaissance 
level survey was undertaken 
of Huron Township, Michi- 
gan. This township is located 
in the southwest corner of 
Wayne County. The township’s 
biggest challenge regarding 
land management and control 
may be from Detroit Metro- 
politan Airport, which borders 
the township to the north. 
Huron Township has recently 
retained the Farmington Hills 
planning firm of McKenna 
and Associates to create a new 
Master Plan (to replace the 
1992 Plan by William and 
Works). This planning effort is 
part of the reason this survey 
was requested as an aid to 
township officials and resi- 
dents in determining the 
preservation and development 
path they would like to follow 
as their township grows into 
the new millennium. 

The goal of this project was 
to provide a list of places and 
sites which might be consid- 
ered historically significant for 
the township. For this purpose 
a windshield survey was con- 
ducted of the three villages 
and much of their surrounding 
rural areas. Structures which 
appeared to be at least 50 years 
old were automatically includ- 
ed in the survey. Consideration 
of architectural styles and any 
known historical: information 
about the sites were noted. A 
digital camera was used to 
record many existing struc- 
tures, based on a visual esti- 
mate of age. Specific struc- 
tures were chosen to be pho- 
tographed for this survey bas- 
ed on their architectural in- 
tegrity, historical significance, 
pertinence to the community 
and/or because they were dis- 
tinctly typical representatives

of what was found throughout 
the township. 

Contexts reviewed for his- 
torical significance included 
architecture, settlement, trans- 
portation, agriculture, com- 
merce, education and land- 
scapes. Three geographic areas 
were distinguished: New Bos- 
ton, Waltz and Rural (which 
includes Willow). Within these, 
sites were classified as: Resi- 
dential, Commercial, Educa- 
tional/Religious and Struct- 
ures/Sites. More than 500 
buildings were viewed and 
evaluated during the course of 
the survey. Of these existing 
structures, almost 400 were 
deemed old enough to be 
included in this survey and 
were listed according to area 
and architectural style. Resi- 
dential architectural styles were 
identified as Gabled, Bungalow/- 
Arts & Crafts, Upright and 
Wing, Ranch, Four Square or 
Other. 

It should be noted here that 
this survey cannot be consid- 
ered all-inclusive. Due to time 
and personnel limitations, 


attention was focused mainly 
on the villages and their imme- 
diate surroundings with just a 
sampling of the rural area being 
undertaken. Since the purpose 
of this survey was to identify 
historical resources, this can- 
vassing method was consid- 
ered satisfactory. 

As far as could be deter- 
mined, no previous survey has 
been undertaken for this town- 
ship, although the local His- 
torical Society tries to collect 
and archive as much of the 
recorded historical informa- 
tion of the township as they 
possibly can before these are 
permanently lost or forgotten. 
The plan is to eventually retain 
records in the historic Samuel 
Adams House on Huron River 
Drive in New Boston when 
current renovations to the 
building have been completed. 

In historic preservation, 
several high-style (i.e., profes- 
sionally designed by an archi- 
tect) forms are recognized as 
well as vernacular (usually 
locally built) structures. A 
brief description of several
